The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior 
art fails to disclose applicant's internet telephony device that will switch between VoIP 
(packet switching) and the PSTN (circuit switching), such that the telephony device's 
switching system will automatically switch from VoIP to PSTN when there is no longer 
any voice or audio being transmitted by a user. Neither does the prior art teach 
applicant's telephony switching system that includes a call waiting/interruption condition 
indicator along with a battery capacity indicator, with the battery capacity indicator 
indicating when the capacity of the battery is equal to or less than a predetermined 
threshold to the call waiting indicator. Neither does the prior art teach applicant's call 
waiting indicator that is capable of detecting the radio field intensity of an 
electromagnetic wave of the wireless unit when the radio field intensity is equal to or 
less than a predetermined threshold. No obvious combination of references found 
would have taught one of ordinary skill in the art to make and use applicant's apparatus 
as claimed.
